There  were  2  cases  of  Suicide,  and  one 
Accidental  Death. 

HOSPITAL. 

The  needs  of  the  District  have  again 
been  well  served  by  the  Ottery  St.  Mary  and 
District  Cottage  Hospital© 
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HOSPITAL  ( Contd.  ) 

Luring  the  year  157  patients  were 
admitted  as  In-Patients,  122  Operations 
were  performed,  and  27  accidents  were 
treated.

PREVELANCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE,. 

During  the  year  the  District  was 
fortunate  in  the  fact  that  no  epidemics 
of  a  serious  nature  occurred.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  wide¬ 
spread  hut  mild  epidemic  of  Influenza. 
There  were  rather  more  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  than  usual,  hut  these  cases  too 
were  mild,  and  the  epidemic  was  not  a 
dangerous  one.

Three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  also 
notified. 

2  Lung  Cases  in  Women  aged  23  &  20 , 
and  one  Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  a 
Woman  of  59* 

There  were  2  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

Once  again  the  Council  provided 
free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
and  a  very  large  number  of  Children  in 
the  District  have  received  this 
preventative  treatment. 

The  one  case  of  Diphtheria 
notified  during  the  year  was  an  adult 
who  came  to  the  town  having  already 
contracted  the  disease. 

63  Children  were  .immunised  during 
1943*  &nd  I  reckon  that  95/ *  of  the 
children  under  5?  and  89$  of  children 
between  5  and  15  are  now  protected.
